‘There has never been and never will 
be again any such life as existed on 
the southern plantation up to the pe- 







ed to exist... In many respects it was 
an ideal life. Its pleasanter features 
‘were more pronounced In Virginia than 
in any other state, {t having been 
the first-of the colonies and planted 
by, the cavallers of England Two 
hundred years later thelr descendants 
formed a unique people. The planta- 
tion was a patriarchal institution. The 
planter stood in the place of the pa- 
triarch, his children constituted the 
next grade, the negro house servants 
the next, and lastly came the Seld 

The children of the planter were ed- 
vucated in accordance with the some- 
what lofty ideas of their English an- 
cestors who lost thelr cause at Naseby 
some two centuries before. The young 
men lived an out of door life and 
mostly in the saddle. The young wo 
men’s duties consisted largely in visit- 
ing the negroes on the plantation and 
ministering to. their wants, There 
was no actual work done except by the 
negroes, and they were not overwork- 
ed. The plantation supported every 
one on {t and was administered usual- 
ly with justice to all 

l‘saw the end of this system not as 
& part of it, but as a participator In 
the military struggle by which it fell. 
The plantation on which the {ncidents 
narrated In this story occurred is now 
divided into thirty parts, Even the 
beautiful grounds in which the manor 
house stood and stil) stands, slowly 
rotting away, are covered with potato 
vines, and the fmmense trees that 
shaded the roof from the hot southern 
sun have been cut down for firewood 

One afternoon—it was in 1862~I car- 
tied from a battlefield to this manor 
house a brother officer who bad been 
wounded, It was then as It always had 
been, but was not to be in future 
Two soldiers carried the wounded man 
on a stretcher through an avenue of 
trees to the front veranda and set 
Gown the stretcher, while I stalked n- 
side.

‘If any 
child turns out well, there is not! 
much thanks to anybody, except the 
kind and great Father who: watches! 
over all. = 

The speaker wished to emphasise a 
few things that should be accepted 
as truisms, but are not. : 

An idle child is in a dangerous 
condition so far as itself {is concerned 
and it is becoming a moral menace 
to society. It has been well said 
that an idie mind is the devil's 
workshop. There are more neglect>d 
cbildren than we dare to realise. It 
is not only in the homes where the 
Children's ‘Aid officers ‘visit that 
there are neglected children. Mauy 
houses are so well furnished that 3 
child dare not set his foot in the 
rarlor, The boys and the girls are 
bence’ left idle many hours every daz 
to their own devices and in time to 
accumulate certain vices. , 

* The child’s activities require sup 
ervision. Every child should be .kept 
busy ever waking bour and every 
healthy child will be, as every par- 
ent and every teacher knows. If the 
child's play is not supervised, it is 
jlikely to take a destructive turn ag 
| the saying goes, “Hands busy with 
destruction may did the grave of 
character.” And many a child is dig- 
ging it unwittingly, unknowingly. 
Who that ought to care, father, mo- 
ther, teacher,-knaws what it is do- 
ing all its waking bours? Somebody 
looks after the child's food and its 
aching and someone should super- 
its play. The reasoh that to-day 

bave so many incompetent and 
iserable parents in Ontario, is be- 
cause their play was pot looked after.

-OEBTOR HUNTING. 


The Running Down of Delinquents Is 
a Flourishing Trade. 

Ever has it been the case that the 
most exciting and most fascinating of 
all sports is man hunting, and the 
debt-collector often wishes there was 
less excitement. The matter is mere- 
ly child’s play when it is concerned 
nexperienced debtor, but 
there is no more wily creature than 
the hardened individual who incurs 
debts in the hope that he wil be able 
to avoid payment. 

There is a large number of men in 
this country who depend mainly upon 


opportunity of buying the debts 
from a tradesman. The lesman 
who has tried in vain to recover debts 
due to him, is glad at last to sell 
these debts as a mere fraction of their 
value. This is the professional debt 
riunity: and he gambles 
upon the chance that he willbe able 
to recover a considerable amount of 
the money. 

Unfortunately, while human nature 
remains as at present constituted, the 
law is bound to be too hard upon 
well-meaning debtors and too lenient 
upon scamps. As our law stands at 
present a man without immovable as- 
sets can set the law at defiance. 

For instance, when a debt-collector 
resorts to the extreme step of issu- 
ing a warrant for the arrest of the 
culprit, he must serve it upon the 
man before sunset during the working 
days of the week, nad he cannot force 
open the doors of 2 man’s dwelling. 
It follows therefore, that after sunset 
and on Sundays tho debtor can walk 
about and snap his fingers under the 
nose of the man who has a warrant 
in his pocket for the debtor's arrest. 

Every debt-collector knows examples 
of “wanted” men who in the evening 
walk about the streets as if the place 
belonged to them; it is not unusual 
even for such a mun to endeavor to 
et the best personal terms with h‘s 

unter. All that is necessary is that 
the debtor should take in a sufficient 
stock of commodities, so that during 
the day-time he may have every open- 
ing in the house barred. 

‘requently it is the case that some 
of these slippery customers are not. so 
well versed in the law as they im- 
agine, Take the case of a man who 
had been chased by the debt-collectors 
for many months. Occasionally they 
‘sad seen him in the streets during the 
day-time, but he had man to 
escape by taking to his heels, or by 
the old trick of rushing into a public 
house by one door and out by another. 

One phe however, the man was 
caught, and a warrant served upon 
him. He made a very plausible ex- 
fuse of obtaining the money from a 
friend. The man with the warrant 
waited until he was tired outside the 
door of the house into -which the 
debtor went, and then found that he 
had been tricked again. 

This debtor turned out of is home 
next Sunday as usual, ,and coolly 
walked past an officer who held a war- 
tant when, to his intense rise, he 
was arrested immediately. The debt- 
or, with all his scheming, was not 
aware of the fact that once hi 
been arrested he could be re-arre 


at any time, even on Sunday. He

The change {fs being considered in 
every country where precious stones 
are articles of commerce, and various 
European states. tp addition to those 
Mentioned abore, which bave already 
acknowledzed the reform. are about 
to adopt the metrical carat. 

Of course if any of the larger and 
wealthier pations—Engiand, for In- 
stance—were to object to any altera- 
tion the confusion would tend to ham- 
per trade, but the change is more than 
welcome on the continent, where the 
metrical system bas. been In use for 
so many years that the old arbitrary 
weights are almost forgotten and all 
measurements bare been simplified 
into a decimal system.—Chicago Trib- 
une.

We nev- 
er draw sword without first being at- 
tacked. The feudal samurai exercised 
the utmost care nct to give a blow 
for light cause. Our sword is a de- 
ive weapon, not an instrument of 
murder. 

“When a new blade was forged for 
a samurai it was’an old custom to 
celebrate the acquisition of this tam- 
ily treasure with the eating of a kind 
of bean dish, the idea suggested beia;

In many instances the cust of 
hauling far exceeds the first coxt of 
the manure, Some of the mauure used 
near the large cities {a bad for the 
hauling. while it is the exception, rath- 
er than. the rule, that it costs ture 
than 50 cents a ton. At this price’or 
less a grower can well afford to make

The Duchess of Leeds 
can boast of the possession of a con- 
siderable literary gift, and has writ- 
ten some charming verses. It has 
sometimes been suggested that she is 
to some extent the model from whom 
Ideala was drawn, the heroine of 
Serah Grand’s well-known novel.

Probably the greatest outburst oc- 
curred when former Governor John 
Strange of Nae ores introduced, as 
representing wrapping paper manu- 
facturers and the tds of Trade of 
Neenah and Menasha, Wis., addressed 
the committee. He swerved {rom criti- 
cism of the bill to attack the Ameri- 
can Publishers’ Association and its 
related organization, the Associated 
Press, unt:! finally Senator Penrose 
asked him to limit his remarks to his 
specific objection to the bill. 

Mr. Strange characterized the bill 
as a “cowardly” measure and as Jack- 
ing love of country, and brought forth 
at the demand of “the greatest trust 
in the world.” S 

He said that Congress would not be 
in session yesterday considering the 
bill "if it had not been for this com- 
bination in restraint of trade.” 

“When a man who occupies an ex- 
alted position listened to such de- 
mands for fear of failure of reelec- 
tion, rather than to the welfare of his 
nation, it is time to stop,” he ex- 
claimed. “Why should ihe Secretary 
of State be intluenced to become an 
auxiliary to the purchasing d-part-

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ITALIANS SENTENCED. 


Torpetto Geta Three Years and Fran 
cisco Six Months ct the Soo. 

Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., May 12.— 
At the aséizes yesterday morning the 
Italians, Torpetto and Francesco re- 
ceived sentences for the stabbing af- 
fair in Little Italy last Easter. Tor- 
petto will serve three years at Kings- 
ton, and Francesco six months in the 
Central Prison. The third Italian, 
Stonnelli, was allowed to go. Justice

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COMMONS ON DIVORCE. 
Debate Occurs 
Hearsay Evidence. 

Ottawa, May 16.—The unusual spec. 
tacle of a diverce bill being discussed 
on the floor of Parliament was wit- 
nessed when the bill for the relief 
of Gertrude Mary Grantham came be- 
fore the committee of the whole for 
consideration. This bill was favor- 
ably reported by the Senate, but the 
Commons’ private bills committee 
hesitated on the ground that the evi- 
dence was entirely of a hearsay char- 
acter. 

‘The petitioner is a daughter of Sir 
William Mackenzie of Torento, and 
Sir Alan Aylesworth said he was not 
astonished that the private bills com- 
mittee should have _ hesitated 
reporting the Dill. The evidence was 
entirely hearsay and consisted of the 
testimony of the wife, the defendant's 
doctor and Sir William Mackenzie to 
the eJect that Grantham had con- 
fessed to misconduct. The Minister 
af Justice pointed out that while there 

aa no collusion between the wife and 
husband suggested it was possible that 
the defendant might have boasted of 
his affairs with other women in order 
tu get-the wife to sue for divorce. 

Mr. Barker- of Hamilton took ¢ 
entirely, different view, as did E. 3, 
MacDonald of Pictou, who urged tha’ 
the House should be very careful i:

TEST THE MILK. 


It is now a year or more, we believe, since 
the milk supplied by Belleville milkmen was offi- 
cially tested. “Annual tests we do not consider to 
be frequent enough. Once a month would, be 
more sensible. We are not aware if the city has 
a minimum requirement as to the richness of 
milk supplied, but presume it has. 

Milk is one of the most important of foods, 
and because of the fact that it is the sole susten- 
ance of young children, it is a matter of great 
moment fo ascertain that the grade supplied is of 
sufficient strength and wholesome in quality. 

Tests should be not only for butter fat, but 
for bad odors and flavors, and indications of un- 
cleanliness. 





SPELLING REFORM. 


We have just run across a copy of a minia- 
ture sheet called The Herald, published as a quart- 
erly in Toronto and devoted to amended spelling. 

Have you ever stopped to consider how awk- 
ward and inconsistent English spelling really is? 
Our language is a motley inheritance from many 
sources, and seems to have retained all the 
irregularities of the parent tongues with little of 
their uniformity. In French, German, Spanish 
and.Italian the spelling is regular. When once the 
elementary principles have been mastered unfam- 
iliar words can be spelled as readily as those with 
which the student is well acquainted. Not soin 
English. Our “tough’ and ‘‘trough’’ and 
“though” and “through” ‘and “‘thorough”’ defy 
classification or the application of any rule. 

The Toronto World has set a good courage- 
ous example in the way oi reform. Its ‘‘thru,’’ 
“thot,” “‘tho,’’ and ‘“‘thoroly’’ are familiar to 
many of our readers. But The World is as yet 
practically a vox clamantis tn deserto, having so 
far as we are aware found no imitators among 
the daily papers of Canada. 

It is claimed that two years ofa child’s life 


are wasted in trying to master the difficulties of. 


barbaruus orthography which in most cases furn- 
ishes no key to the pronunciation. All this is as 
Col. Parker has stated, without reason or even 
common sense, and merely shows the force of 
usage and tradition. 

Spelling reform must, be a matter of growth 
rather than the work of a moment. What has 
taken ages to build up can scarcely be undone in 
a single day. It is the steady persistent work of 
such missionaries as The Herald that will make 
our spelling rational‘and uniform, and remove 
from it what is complex, anomalous, and. un- 
scientific. 

The flunkeys in control of the Education de- 
partment at: Toronto have taken a big step back- 
wards by the official adoption of spellingin vogue 
in England.a hundred years ago. This is a 
species of ‘‘patriotism” that must be amusing to 
English educationists who number among them- 
selves some of the most pronounced and aggress- 
ive advocates of spelling reform. 

The government instead of becoming the 
apostles of flunkeyism and retrogression should 
take the lead in this reform and gradually draw 
the people away to the promised land oi simpli- 
fied spelling. The’newspapers are doing much 
‘to further thereform, but the government : could

colns and bronze colns—says the in- 
dianapolis News. While sume of this 
paper currency is not legal tender, 
minor coins are fecal tender in small 
amount. Legal tender ix so called ne- 
cause in payment of a debt og oblicn- 
tion of any kind it can be forced on 
the creditor “in fnil of all demand.” - 

Gold certificates, silter certificates 
and national Dunk notes, despite the 
enormous quantity in circulation. are 
not legal tender. So far as sliver coin 
fs concerned. only $10 worth of 
“halves.” “quarters™ and “dimes” are 
legal tender, and. as to nickel and cop- 
“per cotns, only’23 cents’ can-be forced 
on the creditor. “However, with the 
standard silver doliar there is no ttmit 
to the amount to he pald in Uquida-

LANSDOWNE’S BILL 


His Reform Scheme’ Passes its 
Sec-nd Reading in Lords. 


IT MAY GO NO FURTHER 


Government Supporters Refrain From 
Opposing the Unionist Measure on 
Division and Their Plans Are Still . 
a Mystery—Liberals Think Tor- 
ies Will Capitulate In Hope of 
Repealing Veto Some Day. 


London, May 23.—Lord Lansdowne's 
bill for the reconstitution of the House 
of Lx passed its second peoaing, in 
that House yesterday without divi- 
sion, after War Secretary Haldane an. 
nounced that the Government would 
not divide against it. The Secretary 
aaid that he welcomed the evidence 
the bill afforded; the Conservatives 
were convinced of the need of thr 
reform, but the Government held that 
the passage of the veto was essential 
before any steps were taken in -that 
direction. Lord Lansdowne complain- 
ed that the debate had not elicited 
any statement of the Government's 
plans for reforming the House. 

The fact that there was no division 
on the bill prevents the disclosure of 
the revolt among the Unionist peery 
against the measure, but the speeches 
of the Duke of Marlborough, the Duk- 
of Somerset, and Lord Killanin showed 
it to be considerable, and it is not 
ex that the committee stage wil!, 
be proceeded with. . : 

The second reading of the veto bill 
will be moved inthe House of Lord- 
to-day. The debate is likely to last 
for some days, but in Parliamentary 
circles it is generally believed that the 
bill will be given its second reading: 
Attempts to amend the bill willibe 
made, but the Government will refuse 
to accept such amendments or disclose 
its own plan for reforming the second 
chamber.» The .Liberala confidently 
predict that the Lards will’ultimately 
capitulate and pass the veto bill, with 
the expectation that it will be Tepes}.

The department of entymology at Washing- 
ton has issued a circular to the ‘general public, 
stating that the ordinary rain-barrel is such a 
fertile breeding place for mosquitoes that one of 
them will filla whole neighborhood with the pests. 
When a crusade, therefore, is inaugurated, all the 
wastest placesin the immediate vicinity of a 
house should be carefully searched for tin cans, 
bottles or old wooden or tin boxes in which water 
can accumulate. The roof gutters of every build- 
ing should be carefully examined to make sure 
that they are not clogged so as toallow the water 
to accumulate, The chicken pans in the poult 
yard, the water in the troughs for domestic ani- 
mals, the water cup of the grind stone, all are 
places in which mosquitoes breed. In slightly 
marshy grounds, a favorite breeding place is the 
foot-prints of cattle and horses. In one country 
village which contains many small vegetable 
gardens, in clay soil during the rainy season, 
mosquitoes were found breeding abundantly in 
the water accumulating in the furrows.

that wouldn't burn any quicker than’ a piece of 
leather. i

on going to his desk found a check in his favor 
forten thousand dollars and signed by the East- 
man Kodak Company, Not only that but he 


. was at once made chief of the chemical depart- 


ment. He is still on the upward grade for at lat. 
est reports he is fourth in command over the ent- 
ire Eastman system, and drawing a salary at the 
end of each week that would look almost big 
enough for a year’s income to his old neighbors 
in Huntingdon.

We mention this case of Dr. Reid in urder to 
show how easy it is to be mistaken, and to point 
out that what we often term vanity, egotism or 
conceit is nothing more than the very essential 
self-confidence, without which nobody,can hope 
to succeed. Had Dr. Reid accepted the neighbors’ 
estimate of himself he would still be a clodhopper, 
the same as many another who has had the ‘‘con- 
ceit tdken out of him.” ,

pise what is worthless ?_ To shy sensitive nat- 
ures especially praisé is a vital necessity. They 
need to be encouraged and caressed just as tru ly 
as others need to be lashed and spurred. Sincere 
commendation is to them a tonic which braces 
them ior further good work. 

The world is fuilof men and women and 
children who are doing but a tithe of the good 
they might otherwise do for lack of a little jud- . 
icious praise. Why do we wait till our loved 
ones are torn from us by death beiore we give 
full expression to our affection ?
